3. GUI DANCE

a. Enmpl oyees assigned to areas where FPD, IDP and DP is
aut hori zed will coordi nate paynment clainms with the Civilian Personnel
Advi sory Center (CPAC)

b. Clains for FPD, I DP and DP nust be processed using the
St andard Form (SF) 1190 Foreign Al owances Application, Gant, and
Report revised version, dated 1/98.

c. The CPAC will provide instructions for conpleting SF-1190s and
counsel enployees on their eligibility and re-paynent responsibilities
shoul d over paynment occur.

d. The CPAC will forward properly conpl eted packages to the
Civilian Personnel Operations Center (CPOQfor processing to DFAS for
paynent .

e. Packages nust include SF-1190, copy of DD 1610, Request and
Aut hori zation for TDY of DoD personnel and any anendnments. In
addition, a copy of conpleted DD 1351-1, travel settlenent voucher,
must be submitted as soon as possible but no later than final return
fromthe tenporary assignnment(s) from|l ocati ons where any of the above
differentials where authorized. Inconplete packages will be returned
to the enpl oyee.

f. The follow ng statenent nust appear in theremarks section of
t he SF-1190:

“I amaware that this allowance will term nate the day | |eave
the area for which the allowance is authorized and | understand that
any overpaynment is subject to collection by retroactive deduction from
my salary. | amalso aware that it is ny responsibility to notify the
CPAC to stop the all owance when it is no | onger authorized.”
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4. PAYMENT PROCEDURES:

a. Enpl oyees deployed for less than 90 days shall submt conplete
package upon returning fromthe tenporary assignnment(s) at |ocations
where FPD, I DP or DP is authorized.

b. Enpl oyees deployed for nore than 90 days may el ect paynent
either on a bi-weekly (with regular salary) or quarterly basis.
El ection nust be in witing and docunented in the remarks section of
t he SF-1190.
